The first installment had 
just reached the northern side of the 
thin ice lane when a violent windstorm 
arose and opened the lane again to the 
five miles of blaek water. 

Separated From Fobd Supplies. 
By far the larger part of the food 
supplies were on the south side of the 
open water. Peary decided the only 
thing to do was to push northward with 
the limited provisions he had. Ice con- 
ditions north of the open water were 
good and satisfactory progress was 
made until the latitude of 8 degrees 12 
minutes was reached. There a bad 
storm sprang up, forcing the party into 
camp, and for some days they were 
compelled to remain idle. 

During the storm the ice on: which 
the, party was encamped drifted east- 
ward nearly seventy miles. The Eskimos 
were kept in ignorance of this, Peary 
fearing the effect the knowledge might 
have upon them. The march was re- 
sumed. Open lanes of water became 
more frequent and it became necessary 
to kill the weaker of the dogs and feed 
them to the stronger. 

The struggle was kept up until noon of 
April 21, 1906, just three years to a day 
before Dr. Cook reached the North 
Pole. There Peary’s observations gave 
the latitude of 87 degrees 6 minutes, the 
highest point north a human being had 
ever reached. 
Peary said later: “I thanked God with 
been able to accompliish; though it was 
but an empty bauble compared with the 
splendid jewel for which I was strain- 
ing my life, but looking at.my remain- 
ing dogs and the nearly empty sledges 
and hearing in mind the moving ice and 
the unknown quantity of the big lead 
(the lane of open water) between me 
and the nearest land, I felt I had cut 
the margin as narrow as could reason- 


‘ably be expected. 


In Danger of Starvation. 
Peary knew if he went on and even 
reached the pole he and every man in 
the party would die of starvation on the 
way back. Had he been able to get all 
of his food supplies across the “big 
lead”’ before the wind storm wrecked 
the slender bridge of ice, he would have 
been able to continue the northward 
march. The wind storm, he was confi- 
dent, robbed him of the glory of reach- 
Ing the pole in 1906.

LIEUT. SHACKELTON IS SURE 
PEARY REACHED NORTH POLE 


LONDON, Sept. 7.—‘‘The honor of 
planting the national flag at the North 
Pele undoubtedly belongs to America,” 
Lieut. E. H. Shackleton, the English ex- 
plorer who recently led an expedition 
into the Antarctic regions, said today. 
“The news within a week that two men 
have reached the pole is an extraor- 
dinary coincidence. We all expected to 
hear of Commander Peary’s arrival some 
time during the month, and we sincerely 
hoped that the result of his years of 
effort and struggle would be crowned 
with success. 

‘Peary undoubtedly got to the pole; 
between him and Dr. Cook the pole cer- 
tainly has been reached. It is said that 
Peary reached the goal April 6, 1909. It 
will be interesting to knew the date he 
left his base to go to the Polar Sea and 
his rate of travel northward. If Peary’s 
speed coincides with Cook's, this fact 
will go far, in the eyes of the world, to 
clear up the question whether such dis- 
tances as claimed by Cook can be cov- 
ered, The ice conditions around Peary’s 
camp in 1908 should approximate some- 
what the conditions observed by Cook 
and that will clear another point.

This first bulletin from the famous 
explorer was In every large city of the 
world a half hour after its receipt in 
New York, and from all nations come 
reports of the excitement it caused, fol- 
iowing so closely on the announcement 
of Dr. Frederick A. Cook of Brooklyn, 
who is now receiving the homage of 
the world in Copenhagen, that he was 
che first discoverer of the North Pole. 
Dr. Cook was at a vanauet in his hon- 
or in Copenhagen when Commander 
Feary’s dispatch to tne Associated Press 
was read to him. Dr. Cook lost little 
‘ime in sending to New York a number 
cf cablegrams, in all of which he ex- 


pressed his gratification that Peary had 


oJso reached the pole, and anfiounced 
his belief that Peary’s observations 
would amply verify his own claim that 
he had been to the furthermost point of 
the compass. 

Dr. Cook was particularly joyous that, 
with Commander Peary’s success. which 
he did not in the least doubt, all the 
honor for the achievement was now 
surely American. In one cablegram to 
New York Dr. Cook declares that the 
science of exploration will benefit im- 
measurably through the fact that Peary 
reached the pole by a route different 
from his, thus covering another large 
unknown space, and, with the Cook ob- 
servations, clearing a mystery - which 
nas perplexed geographers for many 
centuries. 

That the North Pole should be found 
and its announcement chronicled at ap- 
proximately the same time is but one 
coincidence in a‘strange series of facts 
which has kept the reading public ot 
the world excited, perhaps as never be- 
fore, for a week. 

Among these coincidences are men- 
tioned that the pole was found by two 
Americans, that for the first time two 
polar explorers attempted to reach the 
epex of the earth at the close of the 
winter season over the frozen polar séas, 
that their first announcements of their 
success were quite similar, that both 
men had devoted their lives to explora- 
tion of polar areas, that they previously 
had been associated with each other 
in their scientific work and lastly, and 
perhaps immaterially, the wives and 
tamilies of the two great rivals have 
been spending the summer at the same 
little out-of-the-way town on the Maine 
roast. 

Among the. members of the American 
Geographical Society now in this city, 
there is an inclination to believe that 
the exciting news of the last week has 
been the culmination of a record-break- 
ing race between the two explorers 
from the dome of the world to the first 
telegraph wires which might bring-them 
fame and fortune. 

Cook found the North Pole on April 
, 1908, and after a journey of ter- 
rible hardships he made his winter 
quarters just about a year ago near 
Etah, Northwest Greenland, from which 
place he had started for the pole. From 
preliminary reports it is believed that 
Peary reached Etah, last fall and after 
remaining in the winter quarters which 
he had established on the northern 
shore of Grant Land he started on his 
dash for the pole last February. 

According to one of his messages re- 
ceived here yesterday, Peary reached 
the North Pole on April 6 last, almost 
a year after Dr. Cook was there. His

Practically all of the Wastern rail- 
roads now have access to the business 
center, of St. Louis through the new 
inbound and gutbound treight depot of 
the St. Louis Transfer Co., on the half 
tLlock bounded by Carr, Biddle and Sec- 
ond streets and the alley. 

The new freight house, which has just 
been completed, is 400 feet long, with an 
average depth of 125 feet, and is cut 
through by two 3%0-feet driveways, 
flanked by platforms 4 feet wide, run- 
ning the entire length of the building.

Miss Gertrude Floyd of Muskogee, 
Ok., who is young and the only woman 
delegate to the fourth annual conven- 
tion of the Nationa] Federation of Post- 
office Clerks now being held in Si. 
Louis, is going to try to get the United 
States Government to establish and 
maintain a home for incapacitated post- 
office clerks. 

Male members of the organization 
have been content to agitate in favor of 
the organization establishing such a 
homes Miss Floyd goes further. She 
thinks the Government should do it. 

“The Postoffice clerks should be cared 
for when they break down in the serv- 
ice, the same as soldiers and sailors are 
cared for through a system of pensions 
and otherwise. There is a reason that 
dees not exist in reference to the sol- 
diers and sailors. The work of the Post- 
office clerks produces revenue for the 
Government, while the army and havy 
are only sources of expense. 


Conditions Not the Beat, 

“The conditions in the Muskogee Post- 
office, where I am employed in the reg- 
istry division, are healthful, but I know 
that in the larger cities, particularly, 
the conditions under which the clerks 
work are net conducive to health.’’

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THE PEOPLE PAY THE FREIGHT 

The figures supplied the Board of Equalization 
by its attorney and quoted in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch show that the net earnings of the 
United Railways last year were $4,429,439. 

This sum is 6 per cent on more than $80,000,000. 
Two-thirds of this, at least, is pure water, the 
franchise value measured by earning capacity 
and representing not a dollar of investment, but 
wealth based upon a privilege and paid for by 
the people. 

But the value placed on the property of the 
United Railways for tax purposes is $22,250,000, 
a little more than one-fourth its capitalized value 
at 5 per cent. This sum represents a reduc- 


a 


increased $400,000 last year. 

The Post-Dispatch’s interviews with Gov. Had- 
ley and Attorney-General Major show that the 
vote for the decrease of the assessment was 4 to 
1. The four Democratic members of the Board 
—Auditor ‘Gordon, Attorney-General Major, 
Treasurer Cowgill and Secretary of State Roach— 
favored the reduction. Gov. Hadley introduced a 
resolution to increase the assessment $1,000,000, 
which he contended would be a fair value accord- 
ing to the usual basis of market value. This 
resolution and a proposal to ieave the assess- 
ment at last year’s figures were defeated. The 
United Railways was represented by Attorney 
Jourdan, whose argc-nent and influence had more 
weight with a majority of the Board than the 
interests of the people.’ 

The gross earnings of the company for 1908 
were $10,704,860. If the company were required 
to pay in total taxes proportionately as mugh as 
the Toronto Street Railway system pays into 
the city treasury, its contribution would be $1,- 
937,729. The Toronto company pays $800 for 
each mile of single track and 15 per cent of iis 
gross earnings above a certain sum. The mile- 
age of the United Railways is 415. In addition 
the Toronto company charges 5 cents for single 
cash fares only and sells tickets for certain 
hours in the morning and afternoon as low as 8 
for 25 cents, a little over 3 cents each. {t makes 
good profits on three times the capital actually 
invested in the property. 

Our own petted street railway system, having 
been made the financial football of speculators, is 
relieved of a large part of its just burden of taxa- 
tion in order that its owners may realize the 
unearned wealth of its franchise grant. While 


stock dividend-paying securities, its property is 
assessed at one-half the percentage of the homes 
of the city. The increasing expenses of the mu- 
nicipality are shifted to the home owners, the 
manufacturers and merchants. This is the prac- 
tical effect of the votes of the four Democratic 
State officers in the Board of Equalization.

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FRANCE AND THE NEW TARIFF. 

The first serious test of the maximum and 
minimum provision of the new tariff will come 
when attempts are made to negotiate new trade 
arreements with France. Under reciprocal ar- 
rangements made in accordance with the terms 
of the Dingley law France has had low duties on 
such exported commodities as champagne, wines 
and brandies, paintings and statuary. In re- 
turn its own minimum rates were applied to cof- 
fee—and France is the heaviest consumer of 
Porto Rican coffee—cocoa, chocolate, tanned 
meats, many food products and mineral oils. 

The arrangements will all be abrogated Oct. 1 
and new negotiations will begin. But under the 
new tariff France can secure no such favorable 
rates as she has been enjoying. The tariff re- 
visionists held that champagnes, wines and bran- 
dies were luxuries and the new minimum rate is 
higher than the old maximum. To obtain the 
new minimum rates France must continue to im- 
pose the same minimum rates against our prod- 
ucts. She must continue to give but she tan get 
only higher rates in return with the threat of 
still higher ones in case she declines to meet 
selfishness with generosity. 

The maximum and minimum plan, as applied 
to France, will be not a trade getter, but at 
best only a trade retainer. It will be a first in- 
teresting experiment with the Aldrich plan of 
using the maximum and minimum to raise rates.

Overtime Work for Employes. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

When I was a young man I connected myself with 
a large Chicago printing establishment. I was told 
my hours were from 8 a. m. to 6 p. m. I soon found, 
however, that I and other employes were called upon 
for extra night work, for which we received no pay, 
but were given 50 cents for supper money. One day, 
while out at lunch, I overstayed my time 4 min- 
utes. On returning, I found my employer very 
angry. He jumped at me and wanted to know what 
I meant by overstaying my time. ‘Don't you know, 
Mr. D.,”" he said, “that in doing so you are steal- 
ing time from me?’ I coolly informed him that 1 did 
not consider it that way; that 1 was often called 
upon for night work from 7 to 10 o'clock, and for the 
extra 20 minutes I had taken at dinner, he certainly 
received its equivalent from my three hours’ work 
at night. I expeeted a discharge; but he turned away 
and I never heard more of the matter,-and stayed 
with the firm for 10 years. I afterwards came to 
St. Louis, and for the next few years I had connec- 
tions with several big wholesale firms in this city, 
and found the conditions: in regard to extra night 
work, forced upon employes, abominable, and today 
they are not materially different. 

Big, wealthy firms expect and get extra night 
work from their employes, for which they pay 
nothing except to give 25 cents for supper money. A 
few firms allow.35 cents, and a few firms have the 
nerve to offer nothing. After working all day, from 
7:30 or 8 a. m., until 6 p. m., any clerk would willingly 
forego the small 26 or 35 cents te be relieved from the 
day’s tedious work. Unions secure for their mem- 
bers tinle and a half pay for overtime work. But 
the unorganized clerk must accept the pitiful 26 
cents or lose his job. To a firm employing any large 
force, several hours’ extra work at night by the em- 
ployes is revenue and profit to the firm. It is realy 
a unique and refined system of stealing, from 
which the employe has no recourse but to quit 
his job. 

Of course, there is an occasional firm which allows 
its employes two weeks’ vacation each year at full 
pay, but they are very few. Vacations for employes 
in St. Louis business houses, as understood from the 
New York and Chicago standpoint, are practicdtiy 
unknown.

There is a great difference in cost be- 
tween the Zeppelin and the arroplane 
type. A Zeppelin costs between $150,- 
000 and $200,000 to construct, and on the 
assumption “that the ship can be used 
for six months in the year, would cost 
about $11,000 a year for gas. The cost 
would be about $12,000 for gasoline, and 
the wages of the crew about $7500 a year. 
The total cost of a l12-hours’ voyage 
would be about $1000, and as one of these 
balloons‘with 20,000 cubic yards gas ca- 
pacity can carry on an average 20 pas- 
sengers, the actual cost would be $50 a 
trip. 

Aeroplanes vary in price from $1500 
to $7500 te build. The Wright machines 
cost $7000, and while these machines may 
be built to carry ene besides the driver, 
they are not yet to he considered as 
passenger conveyances. 

The number of prizes offered to avi- 
ators are numerous. The New York 
World offers $10,000 for a flight from 
New York to Albany; a prize of $50,-

Cart down all 
the conservatory plants in the Astor 
and Vanderbilt greenhouses and stick
